EXPLANATION OF PRICE LIST 


The figures 2-1, and 2-2-1 represent the number of 
years the trees have been in the seed beds, the num- 
ber of years in the transplant beds, and the number of 
times transplanted. In every case the first figure in- 
dicates the number of years the trees remain in the 
seed beds before being transplanted. Each dash rep- 
resents one transplanting. Each figure after the first 
indicates the number of years the trees remained in 
the transplant bed. The total of the figures indicates 
the age of the trees. Thus a 2-2-1 White Spruce is a 
five year old tree which remained in the seed bed two 
years, was transplanted, and remained in the trans- 
plant bed two years, was then transplanted again 
and remained in the transplant bed one year.
